nouncing his candidacy for re-election to the assembly made the following 


declaration: 


“ T o the Republican Voters of the First Assembly District of L a 
Crosse County: 
“ Having announced myself as a candida^ for re-election to 
the assembly on the republican ticket for the First district of La 
Crosse county, I hereby assure the voters of said district, that if 
elected I shall cordially support the republican statc platform of 
1906 and all republican legislative measures. 
“ Dated July 26, 1906. 
“JN O . J 
D U R A N D .” 


On the surface, that looks like unequivocal republicanism, but 
when 


one recalls that last year there were in the legislature “ regular republicans* 


and “ national republicans” , one sees that it is not at all definite. 


Last year Mr. Durland allied himself with tne stalwart faction, oppos­ 


ing the railroad commission and the primary bills supported and passed 


by the administration. 
Y et he stood with 
republicans— stalwart 
republi­ 


cans. 


So, to determine whether Mr Durland means that he will do as hc did 


in the last session, or whether he means to stand by the reform measures 


to be introduced in pursuit of the La Follette policy, T h c Tribune inter­ 


viewed Mr. Durland yesterday. 


Mr. Durland declined to say whether he proposes to support the re- 


publican caucus measures, or whether he will work and vote for laws to 


regulate and control insurance and municipal 
quasi-public 
corporations. 


He says that people will have to decide for themselves what hc means by 


promising to support “ republican measures.” 
He says he will not go to 


the legislature “ fettered” with any pledges of a factional nature. 


Mr Duriand’s course in the legislature in the past has been honorable. 


He was elected as a stalwart. 
The administration republicans are said to 


havc not thc slightest tendency to criticise his official record. 
Moreover, it 


is understood that they believe him a man of unshakable integrity, and feel 


that if he promised to support caucus measures he would do so 
There 


is no higher compliment than this willingness of the La Follette men to 


trust one in whom they probably recognize a political opponent, and in 


asking his word as the only condition precedent to their support they have 


honored Mr. Durland. 


Had Mr. Durland been dishonest, he might have told The Tribune re­ 


porter that he would do anything under the sun, but Mr. Duriand’s man 


hood was above doublc dealing. 
He said he wouldn’t 
In saying so he 


lent the impression that he is still an anti La Follette man, but an honest man 


just the same. He has a perfect right 
stand for nomination as he is doing, 


without committing himself to principles and measures of which the ma­ 


jority of his party are in favor. 
It is his privilege, and he did right to 


frankly decline to make promises he probably could not keep. 


On the other hand, the republican voters who will nominate Mr. Dur­ 


land or some other man to succeed Mr. Durland, will not select a man 


for his honesty alone, or for lovable qualities.

The voters who disagree with him, as they have a right to 


do, will probably encourage the candidacy of some man who is willing to 


promise to do what the majority of his party want done.

SUPPORT OF WISCONSIN 
SENATOR IN FIGHT 


W A S H I N G T O N , July 2 7 — It has' 


developed that friends of Vice Presi­ 


dent Fairbanks have been busv trying 


to square the differences between the 


Indiana statesman and Senator 
La 


Follette with a view of landing the 
W isconsin delegation or so much of 
it* as La Follette controls in 1908 for 
Fairbanks. 
When congress adjourned the feel­ 
ing between the two was anything but 
cordial. 
A dispatch to the Jcjurnal 
told of the scene on the senate floor 
one day when the vice president re­ 
fused to recognize La Follette and 
the latter went to the presiding offi­ 
cer's desk afterward and read the riot 
act to him. 
The trouble really dated 
further than that. 
VV hen the 
La Follette delegation 
was knocking for admission to the re­ 
publican national convention in 1904 
it had been arranged that Goodrich, 
state chairman of the Indiana com­ 
mittee, should be the Indiana member 
of the committee on credentials. 
He 
went to Chicago to make a preliminary 
survey of the field and came back 
a La Follette man. 
Fairbanks and 
other Indiana leaders tried to swing 
him around to the Spooner standard. 
but the state chairman was obstinate 
and declared that if he went on the 
committee, he would vote to seat the 
La Follette delegation. 
Ile finally agreed that to preserve 
harmony in the delegation he would 
remain off the committee on creden­ 
tials and permit a man to go on wha 
would be for Spooner and this was 
finally adopted as the solution of the 
problem. 
Later in 
the 
campaign, 
when Fairbanks spoke at Milwaukee, 
he failed to mention the La Follett* 
state ticket. 
\\ hen he gave his re­ 
ception to the senators last winter in 
Washington, Senator La Follette and 
his wife were the only persons en­ 
titled to invitations who were omit­ 
ted. 
Mr. La Follette was the only 
senator not invited. 
The vice president's treatment of 
the junior senator from Wisconsin in 
the senate during the railroad rate 
debate was so remarkable as to excite 
comment and finally to lead* to the 
“ break." 
That it was not inadvertant 
is shown by an article which appear­ 
ed rn ne of the Indianapolis newspa­ 
pers the other day criticising Mr. La 
Follette, in 
which 
the newspaper 
which is friendly to the vice president 
asserted that the first junior senator 
had been so fresh in the first tern* 
in the senate that the "vice president 


was compelled to rebuke him.’’ 
Tim 
statement is very amusing to those 
people in \\ ashington who witnessed 
the incident. 
There was no doubt 
about the attempted rebuke, but tilt 
outcome found the vice president with 
plumage ruffled and in an apologetic 
mood and the \\ isconsin senator un 
willing to accept the apology.
